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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 7/24/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that the Furukawa reference does not teach "the controller 
being configured to receive a corrective command from the mobile device via the 
telephone call and to execute a corrective action in response to the corrective command 
to address the error status". The examiner disagrees. The applicant argues that the 
communication between the mobile phone and the printer is done by email, and not by 
a telephone call. The examiner would like to point to paragraph [0078] as well as fig. 26 
(which was cited in the previous rejection) of the Furukawa, which shows that 
communication is clearly done by telephone call and not email. In the paragraphs [0078] 
to [0081], the reference shows that the error message can be an incorrect password, 
and in return the user can send a corrective action by entering a new password, which 
would cause the printer to accept the password and print the document, all of which is 
done via telephone call. 

For the above reasons, the examiner stands by his rejection.
